/ Further Continuation of the Remarks on the Paris 
Mercure. 
N my laft, I promis’d to weigh in the Balance, 
the Yoke of the Houfe of Auftria againit that of 
the Houfe of Bourbon. 

The Defign of this Paper will not allow me to do 
more on this Argument than to touch upon Generals. 
1f we confider the Houfe of Auftria for more than a 
Century back, we fhall tind, that in the former Part 
of that Time, the Umbrage they had given to the 
other Potentates of Europe of their Aim at the une 
verfal Monarchy, joyn’d to the Defe&tion of the Peo- 
ple of the Netherlands upon great Provocations, drew 
on them the Arms of England, France, and after- 
wards of the Swede with divers Proteftant Princes of 
Germany, till both the Branches of that Houfe were 
fuficiently humbled: In the mean time France, by va- 
rious Artificesand corrupt Practices, ever cover’d with 
the fpecious Pretence of moderating the Power of the 
Houle of Auftria, grew by unheeded Degrees to be 
fo formidable, that the Dutch perceiving (too late in- 
deed,) they had purfu’d their Animofity againft the 
Houle of Auftria till they had rais’d a more dangerous 
Pretender to the univerfal Monarchy, made Friends 
with Spain and a general Peace was concluded at 
Munfter. ‘Tis known what Advantages France in par- 
ticular gain’d by that Treaty, and by that of the Py- 
renees; I thall only obferve, that from thence forward 
Louis XIV has (fometimes by open Force, but oftner 
and more profitably by Fraud and Breach of Treaties,) 
been inceffancly purfuing his Defigns againft the Liber- 
ty of Europe. In the carrying on thofe Defigns, he 
has made his chief Efforts againft the Houfe of Auftria 
and his own Subje&ts. As co the Houfe of Auftria, he 
has not only invaded ome while che Spanifh Low- 
Countries, another while the Empire, with fudden and 
unexpected Force, on the moft unjuft and fhameful 
Pretences ; affifted Portugal againft the Crown of 
Spain, notwithftanding moft exprefs Engagements, by 
folemn Treaty, on valuable Contiderations, to the con- 
trary ; and excited the Turks and the Hungarians a- 
gainft the Emperour ; but in full Peace by violence 
wrefted Luxembourg from the Catholick King, Scras- 
bourg from the Empire ; and by a Jurifdiction erected 
by his own Authority, and compos’ of his own 
Slaves, adjudg’d to himfelf whatever in Alface or in 
the Parts adjacent he thought convenient for his grand 
Defign, under the moft odious and ridiculous Claim 
of Reunion. And as to his own Subje&s, they were 
ina moft flourifhing Condition in the Begin- 
ning of his Reign, his Kingdom was full of Peo- 
ple; and no Prince ever had it in his Power to 
make himfelf and his Subje&s fo happy as he might 
have done: By encouraging Manufaétures and forreign 
Commerce, he in a few Years drew vaft Wealth into 
his Country ; built a Fleet no Jefs to the Surprize than 
Terror of Europe; and amafs'd immenfe Treafures 
annually, which he confum’d as faft eicher in Luxury 
at Home, or in Wars begun out of Wantonnefs or 
Vanity abroad. Yet he could not think it enough to 
be faithfully ferv’d and obey’d in all his Projects, nay 
even ador’d by his own People ; nothing would content 
him but trampling on their Necks, fubduing their 
very Minds and Confciences, and making them the ab- 
folute Slaves of his Will and Pleafure : He not only 
fupprefs’d all the Authority of the general Aflemblics. 
and Parliaments of the Nation, which at leaft bore the 
Face and would have keprup fome kind of civil Liberty ; 
but by multiplied Artifices,and Delufions of the meaneft 
and moft hypocritical Kind, (fuch as Pofterity will 
hardly believe when they read the Accounts of them,) 
Proceeded from one Violence and Breach of his own 
innumerable Ediéts to another, to extirpate the reli- 
Sious Liberty which his Subjects of the reform’d Re- 
ligion held by the moft folemn Edi& of Pacification, 
(which kind of Ediés muft be deem'd of Force, or the 

orld muft be eternally involv’d in Wars,) ‘till at laft 
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this Father of his People forc’d an infinite Number of

his Children,notwithftanding all the Duties of Love and 
Service which they had paid co him in perilous 4 imes 
when the Crown hook upon his is¢ad,iv abandon their 
native Country ; and as iince by great reduc 
the reft to the extremeit Mifery. On tne other Hand, 
the Houfe of Auftria, efpecially the German Branch, 
have never fince the Time ot this Louis XiV begua 
any War againtt their Neighbours; but have been al- 
moft perpetually harrais’d by Wars, cither brought upon 
them by that king himtelt, o1 by the Turks and others 
at his Inftigation: Their Dominions are not to be 
compar'd wich his, for Extent, Number of People, or 
the natural Product or Manufactures ; nor have their 
Subjects any ]raae worth mentioning by Sea (which 
is the grand Source of Riches;) yet to it is, chat 
withouc altering the antient Goniticuuons of their here- 
ditary Provinces, withont ufiig the violent Metnods 
of railing Money or Men fo trequently exercis’d in 
France, they have been able to make very great and 
noble Efforts, as well againft the {worn Enemy of the 
Chriftian Name, as again{t the moft Chriftian King his 
conftant Ally ; and yet keep their natural Subj:..s (for 
of their acquir’d Subjects in Hungary I fhall ipeak ae 
Jarge in my fucceeding Papers) eaiy and willingly obe. 
dient ; by no other vitible Means, than by intirely fa- 
tistying chofe Subjects that their Yoke is made more or 
leis heavy by the Ambition of the common Diftui over 
of Chriftendom, not by the Fault of their own Princes, 
but in their moft neceflary Defence, and for af. 
ferting their ungueftionable Rigats. Of this I think 
there cannot be a ftronger Proot, than a Jate Inftance 
frefh in the Memory of all Men; when the common 
Peafants of Tirol voluntarily took Arms, and drove the 
warlike and well appointed Elector of Bavaria headlong 
cut of their Country,with the Courage and Fury which 
Men fhew who are intirely fecure and cc nfequently 
fond of their Poffeffions though in barren ‘Aountains, 
and which never were or will be found in Slaves on 
the fineft Spot of Earth in the Univeric. Another 
Proof, is, that though the Hungarian Malecontents are 
numerous on the Frontiers of Moravia and of Part of 
Auttria, and in their frequent Inroads have left dread- 
ful Marks of their Cruelty and SBarbarity on thofe 
Borders ; yet the Inhabitants of thofe Countries are fo 
well fatisfied with the Emperour’s Government and in 
Contequence fo ftedfaft in their Fidelity to him, cthac 
not a Man of them has been tempted to joyn thoie 
Hungarians; notwithftanding they are ftrong enough 
to harrafs them terribly becaufe they will not, and 
to protect them if they ould. And by our 
Author’s Leave, another Proof that. the Emperour 
on his Part governs his Subjects according to the an- 
tient Forms, is the very Inftance he brings of their 
Free-Gitts to his Children on their Marriages; which 
are really voluntari'y made by the States of the Here- 
ditary Countries; and whether given willingly or un- 
willingly by the Pofleilors of the Impenal Fees 
in Italy, are but a fmali (though neceffary ) Acknow- 
ledgment of the Emperour’s Superiority, which he 
has by unqueftionable Right cver tince the Tranflation 
of the Empire to the Germans. In France indeed 
fuch antient Ufages are extinguifh’d of themfelves ; 
becaufe the Nation is eaten quite bare by the ordinary 
and exorbitant [axes, which being Yearly Farm’d out 
to the higheft Bidders, are confequently extorted 
without Pity or Remiffion. As for the Neapolitans, of 
whom our Author fpeaks,in particular, certainly it can- 
notenter into any Man’s Head, that they can be ex- 
empted from Taxes and other legal Contributions while 
their King is inthe urmoft Necefficy for Supplies, and 
while “tis abfolutely neceflary for their own Security 
to keep up a Force in the Kingdom : But fure ‘tis better 
to pay for Auftrian Liberty, than for French Slavery. 
To conclude, there is this great Difference, after all, 
between the Auftrian Yoke and that of Bourbon ; that 
the former is heavy Occafionally only,that isin Time of 
War; whereas the latter is ever intolerable, even in 
Time of the profoundeft Peace. 
And here I fhall quit the French Author, to apply 
my felf to my own Countrymen. I know the Preju- 
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Pa ants in his Heredi- 
tary Dominions ; and for my own Part,I fhall never fay 
one Word in bxcule for any kind of Violence offer'd to 
Meas Conicicuces: Bur, it may be conlider'd 
temperatcly and caimiy, whether we, who dave icen 
among our the from the eftablith’d 
Churca, though our Piotettant-Preturea, not many 
Years ince devared the pubhick Execcite of their Reli- 
vion, and che Aflembling caemfelves in their Churches, 
and now nohting thote Reliyio is Rights only by an Act 
ot lJoleratio:; yet ftillexciuded the publick imploy- 
ments, kmoiuiments and tHonours,t ough they Coutsbute 
equally to the common Charge Whether wet lay,(who 
upou the doughty Queftion of Occahtonal Coutormicy, 
were wilfully gomy to iacuhce the Caule ef general Li- 
berty,Jcan wito any Mudefty exclaim agaifta RomanCa- 
tholick Emperour, for dealing 1m no worle Manner, for 
oughe thet I have been able to learn, with Lutherans 
and Calvinilts. This 1s a Contiderstion that { cannot 
avoid offering to the ingenuous, the generous, and the ~ 
good-natur d fort of Men, in Favour of a Potentate 
with whom we are ina moft neceffary Alliance: And 
to their fhoughrs leave it
